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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-9 and 15, drawn to Ag-Ni alloy. 

Group II, claim(s) 10-14, drawn to a method of making an alloy comprising Ni, Ag, and 
Li2C03. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the claims of group I are drawn specifically to an Ag 
based alloy, wherein the claims of group II encompass do not mention an alloy base. 

3. Newly submitted claims 10-14 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for reasons given above. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 10-14 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-9 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art does not teach or suggest an Ag-Ni based alloy comprising 3. l-20wt% Ni, and Li2Co3 
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in an amount corresponding to 0.01-0.50wt% Li metal, substantially as presently claimed in 
independent claim 1 . 

Double Patenting 

6. Claim 1 5 is provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 2 of copending Application No. 

10/088082. 

7. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims of 082 are drawn to an Ag-Ni based alloy with 0.7-3.0 wt% Ni and 
an additive of Li2C03 powder corresponding to 0.01-0.50wt% Li, which falls within the 
presently claimed alloying ranges. The claims of '082 do not mention "conferring an arc 
extinguishing action to said alloy by incorporation Li2C03" ? however, because the claims of 
'082 teach a composition within the presently claimed ranges, then said alloy is held to have 
substantially the same properties, such as arc extinguishing action, as the instant alloy. 

The examiner asserts that where the claimed and prior art products are identical or 
substantially identical in structure or composition, or are produced by identical or substantially 
identical processes, a prima facie case of either anticipation or obviousness has been established. 
In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). "When the PTO shows a 
sound basis for believing that the products of the applicant and the prior art are the same, the 
applicant has the burden of showing that they are not." In re Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 709, 15 
USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In reThorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b).
